WHOLE JAPANESE QUESTION 


Senator 
Newland* 
Favors 
National 
Legislation Covering It. 
Washington, Feb. 8-—Senator New- 
lands of Nevada in a statement just 
given out, asserted that there should 
be broad national legislation covering 
the whole Japanese question. 
“The legislation proposed by the 
Pacific coast states intended to meet 
certain phases of what constitutes a 
national peril has been opposed by 
the president as involving violation of 
our treaty with Japan and imperiling 
^er friendship,” said Senator New­ 
to n s. 
“W hilst the Western states will in 
all probability patriotically yield to 
such suggestion, there is danger that 
their abandonment of such legislation 
may be misunderstood by the Eastern 
states, whose people are unfamiliar 
with the economic and social dangers 
attendant upon Asiatic immigratioi; 
and that they may think that we oo 


quiesce in the view that a great ques­ 
tion of national and democratic policy 
should be turned over to the negotia­ 
tion of diplomats. 
No question in­ 
volving such important considerations 
as race homogenity and domestic in­ 
dustrial peace can safely he turned 
over to diplomacy. 
“There should be broad national 
legislation covering the whole ques­ 
tion and thus necessarily covering the 
parts of the question which state leg­ 
islation in the W est seens to cover.”

matter of appropriation necessary for 
the completion of the work. 
As the 
tug which transferred the visitors to 
the cruiser moved away the crowds 
cheered lustily. 
Mr. Taft, looking the 
picture of health, bowed and called 
out laughingly: 
“Keep your eye on that subterran­ 
ean lake at Gatun.” 
During his visit here, which lasted 
ten days, Mr. Taft, accompanied on 
many occasions by the special engi­ 
neers who came to the Isthmus with 
him, visited every section of the ca­ 
nal.

Helen Smith, the wonderful girl pay- ( 
chic at Geneva, who is astonishing | 
even those who profess to know the j 
m ysteries of occultism and bewilder- I 
ing those who follow the philosophy j 
of m aterialism , recently finished the ; 
fourth painting in the series of seven J 
which she claims she has been inspir­ 
ed to do, and the work Is exciting the 
wonder of art connoisseurs who have 
icon it. 
Miss Minnie Tracey, the prim a don­ 
na, daughter of Colonel John Tracey, 
journalist, who at the time of his 
death w*as commissioner of charities 
in W ashington, recently returned to 
Faris from Geneva, where she has 
made a trium ph in the operas of “T ris­ 
tan und lsode” and 
“Tannhauser.” 
She is a great friend of Helen Smith 
and spent much time w ith her w atch­ 
ing her work upon the portrait of 
Cagllostro, which is Miss Sm ith’s lat 
est work. 
Speaking of her experience 
Miss Tracey said: 
“I called upon Miss Smith quite fre­ 
quently while in Geneva and saw the 
portrait of Cagllostro grow from its 
beginning. It was simply wonderful. 
At first the outline appeared like the 
features of a young man, but as Miss 
Smith worked the face grew older and 
wrinkled. The color of his dress -was 
changed several times during the mak­ 
ing of the picture and finally remained 
a rich brown. 
“You understand that Miss Smith is 
an uneducated girl, w ithout a knowl­ 
edge of or even an acquaintance with 
painting. She is alw ays in a trance 
while doing her work and never takes 
anything to eat or drink on the day 
she receives her ‘inspiration.* As there 
is a painting of Cagllostro in the 
Louvre at Faris, it Is proposed to 
bring the painting by Miss Smith to 
Faris to compare the likeness of the 
subconscious work w ith the real por­ 
tra it in the museum. 
“Miss Smith’s work so fa r has con­ 
sisted of three other paintings—a ‘Cru­ 
cifixion,’ which possesses such strength 
and originality th at it made tears 
come to my eyes when I looked upon 
it; ‘C hrist In Gethsemane* and a ‘Vir­ 
gin.* She has never been out of Ge­ 
neva and has been a very limited read­ 
er. 
Yet the historic facts she states 
are alw ays correct, and her knowledge 
of geography and of places is perfect. 
“M. Badin, in whose store Helen 
acted as a shopgirl until her rem arka­ 
ble psychic m anifestations attracted 
the attention of the psycho-philoso 
phers, told me th at H elen never evi­ 
denced great intelligence, but th at she 
had a rem arkable memory. W henever 
she became possessed w ith an Inspi­ 
ration to paint M. Badin willingly al­ 
lowed her to go home and remain 
aw ay as long as she required. 
“Through Mrs. Jam es Jackson’s gen­ 
erosity she was enabled to give up her 
position and stay at home to develop 
her powers. 
“The painting of a picture involves 
much preparation, for the ‘inspira­ 
tion,’ or w hatever it may be, directs 
her ju st how to prepare the canvas or 
panel on which to paint, indicating the 
exact size, the kind of wood or can­ 
vas to be used and everything to the 
m inutest detail. 
Even after every­ 
thing has been prepared this inspira­ 
tional force often decides to change 
its mind and will instruct M iss Smith 
to commence all over again on a new 
plan. 
“She generally starts her portraits 
w ith the eyes. The room in which she 
paints Is always in a dim light, and 
absolute quiet m ust prevail. 
She had 
her first command to paint in 1906, 
but attributed it to some wild fancy 
and did not take it seriously, but as 
the inspiration recurred she followed 
its instructions and finished her first 
work, ‘The Crucifixion,’ in 1908.”

DAMAGE BY KANSAS THISTLES 


Heavy W inds Drifted the Film y Stuff 
Till Trains Were Delayed. 
In the heavy w indstorm in which 
Logan county, Kan., recently suffered 
m uch loss for forty-eight hours, the 
greatest damage w as done by the in­ 
offensive Russian thistle, more com­ 
monly known as the tumbleweed. The 
weeds, which are about the size of a 
half bushel measure and alm ost round, 
blew over the prairie by millions, 
packing in the cuts along railroad 
rights of way and delaying traffic. 
On tho streets where the buildings 
made a shelter from the gale they 
were piled to the tops of aw nings like 
an immense haystack, accum ulating 
overnight. 


Prevention of Suicide on Railways. 
The newly organized railw ay bureau 
of Japan has invented a new method 
of preventing suicide on the railw ay 
track as one of the first steps in the 
im provem ent of railw ay adm inistra 
tion. 
The plan is to erect strong arc 
light poles at the places along the rail­ 
way where cases of suicide are fre­ 
quent, such as from the Uyeno park 
hill, overlooking the Tokaldo line. Sui­ 
cides from this spot have been most 
frequent, and it is hoped th at by 
means of a new light the engineer in 
charge of the locomotive will be able 
to see any object on the track more 
easily.

Sena‘ or Alderman Expresses Be­ 


lief that Judgeship Bill will 


Pass the House

Senator Alderman who spent Satur­ 
day and part of Sunday with his fami­ 
ly, was seen by a representative of 
T he D isp atch Saturday evening re­ 
garding the legislation in w’hich Brain- 
erd and Crow Wing county are inter­ 
ested. 
Mr, Alderman stated that, as is al­ 
ready known, the bill for an additional 
judge in this district has already passed 
the senate. 
While there was some op­ 
position to the bill in the house, he 
states that it is dw indling and he be­ 
lieves the bill will become a law the 
coming week. 
The bill is being hand­ 
led most ably in the home by Hon. E. 
A. Kling, of Little Falls. 
Regarding 
the proposition for another judge for 
the 11th j idicial district, composed of 
the counties of St. Louis, Carleton, 
Lake and Cook, he stated that if the 
delegation from that district decided 
that this was the form of relief which 
the district, and especially St. 
Louis 
county, needed, and wished, he be 
licved that they shoul 1 and would get 
it. 
The bill to permit cities of 10,000 and 
under to acquire w ater works and elec­ 
tric light plants by purchase or con­ 
demnation, which was introduced simul­ 
taneously in the senate by Senator 
Alderman and in the house by Hon. E. 
A. Kling, has been unanimously recom­ 
mended for passage by the committee 
of the whole in the senate and will 
pass that body Monday or Tuesday of 
this week. 
In the house it will un­ 
doubtedly be favorably reported and 
passed during the week. 
This bill was 
introduced at the request of the Brain- 
erd city officials because Judge Mc- 
Clenahan has expressed the opinion 
that the bill under which the condemn­ 
ation proceedings, in this city were in 
stituted is unconstitutional. 
The tonnage tax situation Mr. Alder­ 
man believes to be more favorable 
than two weeks ago, although there is 
strill g reat danger of some sort of a 
bill passing the house. 
Mr. Alderman considers his two tem ­ 
perance bills among the most import 
ant measures which are before the leg­ 
islature this session. 
One is to limit 
the number of saloons in any city to 
one to each 500 population, but making 
no reduction in the present number of 
saloons, while the other provides for 
the examination of the character of an 
applicant for a license. 
Both bills have 
been recommended for passage and 
will without doubt become the law of 
the state. 
Mr. Alderman states that all the 
members of the legislature, and espe­ 
cially those from this district are work­ 
ing earnestly for the interests of their 
constituents and to g et the work of the 
session done as quickly as possible. 
He hopes for an adjournment some 
time during the month of March. 
Mr. Alderman left Sunday noon for 
St. Paul, going via Staples, to resume 
hi3 legislative duties.

IS DWINDLING 


TWO FINE ADDRESSES 


Senator Alderman Expresses Be­ 
lief that Judgeship Bill will 
Pass the House 


CITY WILL THEN GET RELIEF 


Bill to Permit Condemnation or 
Purchase of Water Works 
Plant Sure to Pass 


Senator Alderman who spent Satur­ 
day and part of Sunday with his fami­ 
ly, was seen by a representative of 
T h e D isp a t c h Saturday evening re­ 
garding the legislation in which Brain­ 
erd and Crow Wing county are inter­ 
ested. 
Mr. Alderman stated that, as is al­ 
ready known, the bill for an additional 
judge in this district has already passed 
the senate. 
While there was some op­ 
position to the bill in the house, he 
states that it is dwindling and he be­ 
lieves the bill will become a law the 
coming week. 
The bill is being hand­ 
led most ably in the house by Hon. E. 
A. Kling, of Little Falls. 
Regarding 
the proposition for another judge for 
the lith judicial district, composed of 
the counties of St. Louis, Carleton, 
Lake and Cook, he stated that if the 
delegation from that district decided 
that this was the form of relief which 
the district, and especially St. 
Louis 
county, needed, and wished, he be 
licved that they should and would get 
it. 
The bill to permit cities of 10,000 and 
under to acquire water works and elec­ 
tric light plants by purchase or con­ 
demnation, which was introduced simul­ 
taneously in the senate by Senator 
Alderman and in the house by Hon. E. 
A. Kling, has been unanimously recom­ 
mended for passage by the committee 
of the whole in the senate and will 
pass that body Monday or Tuesday of 
this week. 
In the house it will un­ 
doubtedly be favorably reported and 
passed during the week. 
This bill was 
introduced at the request of the Brain­ 
erd city officials because Judge Mc- 
Clenahan has expressed the opinion 
that the bill under which the condemn­ 
ation proceedings, in this city were in 
stituted is unconstitutional. 
The tonnage tax situation Mr. Alder­ 
man believes to be more favorable 
than two weeks ago, although there is 
strill great danger of some sort of a 
bill passing the house. 
Mr. Alderman considers his two tem­ 
perance bills among the most import­ 
ant measures which are before the leg­ 
islature this session. One is to limit 
the number of saloons in any city to 
one to each 500 population, but making 
no reduction in the present number of 
saloons, while the other provides for 
the examination of the character of an 
applicant for a license. 
Both bills have 
been recommended for passage and 
will without doubt become the law of 
the state. 
Mr. Alderman states that all the 
members of the legislature, and espe­ 
cially those from this district are work­ 
ing earnestly for the interests of their 
constituents and to get the work of the 
session done as quickly as possible. 
He hopes for an adjournment some 
tim e during the month of March. 
Mr. Alderman left Sunday noon for 
St. Paul, going Via Staples, to resume 
his legislative duties.

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Han. Frank Eddy Delivered Two Very 
Interesting Addresses in Brain­ 
erd on Sunday 
Hon. Frank Eddy, former congress­ 
man from the Seventh district, gave 
two very interesting addresses in Brain­ 
erd Sunday.

He then sketched the battle in the 
southern states over the liquor traffic 
and closed by a dramatic summing up of 
the evidence of the loss and suffering I 
caused by the liquor traffic.

Mr. Eddy is a logical speaker, an apt 
story teller and at times impressive 
orator, and held his audience in close 
attention for an hour and a half. 
At the close of the address the Y. 
M. C. A. orchestra, under the leader­ 
ship of D. B. Whitford, rendered a 
beautiful selection. 
The orchestra is 
making rapid strides and is destined to 
rank in the near future as one of the 
leading musical organizations in the 
city. 
The audience that crowded the main 
auditorium of the First Congregational 
church to hear Mr. Eddy’s lecture on 
“ Hobbies and Hobby Riders,” Sunday 
night, was treated to one of the finest 
inspirational lectures ever delivered in 
this city. 
The audience was a repre­ 
sentative one, compossed of men from 
all walks of life, together with ladies; 
the majority being men. 
Under the head of the above title he 
made three principal divisions, namely: 
Initiative, Thought and Investigation, 
and it is needless to say that as he 
trotted the Hobbies from out his intel­ 
lectual stables he had them “going 
som e.” 
It was a masterly array of

The 
suggestion made to Governor Magoon 
to raise tho Maine and tow it out to 
sea comes from those persons who do 
not realize what the wreck means to 
all loyal American citizens. 
The is­ 
land, properly decorated with roses 
and palm trees, could be arranged so 
that people could promenade there and 
rest on settees while they meditated 
over the fact of the gallant sailors en­ 
tombed below. 
“If the wreck was raised it is safe to 
say that the remains of the men 
would be left below without a grave 
unless they were fastened in the iron 
or wood work of the Maine. 
‘‘There is plenty of space in the har­ 
bor of Havana for all maritime traf­ 
fic, and the dredging round the wreck 
to form the island would be of great 
advantage to the commercial value of 
the harbor. 
I know the harbor well, 
and it is not at all necessary to raise 
the wreck of the Maine, and no loyal 
Cuban, I believe, would wish to see it 
done. It looks like sacrilege to me to 
disturb the few bones that the sharks 
have left of the sailors who went 
down with the Maine. 
There is no 
question of the cause of her founder­ 
ing; that was settled years ago by 
able experts who w’ere too intelligent 
to give an unjust verdict even if our 
country was at wrar with Spain.” 
Mr. Woolson has written a letter to

TAFT A MASON “AT SIGHT.” 


Rare Honor to Bo Conferred on Presi­ 
dent Elect by Ohio Masons. 
The grand master of Ohio Masons, 
Charles S. Hosklnson, has tendered to 
William Howard Taft, the president 
elect, the rare honor of being made a 
Mason at sight. Mr. Taft has accept­ 
ed and will return to Cincinnati on 
Feb. 18, when a distinguished com­ 
pany of Masons will witness the ex­ 
ercises.

It will be an honor, indeed, 
for Dr. Deaver wears the “belt” for 
having performed more operations for 
appendicitis than any other surgeon.

Humorist Tslls Why Hs Is Burs Thoro 
lo On# Hoar Neptune. 
Mark Twain, whose interest in celes­ 
tial affairs Is generally known, contrib­ 
utes to Harper’s Weekly bls impres­ 
sions of the new planet which* ac­ 
cording to astronomers of Harvard, is 
believed to be causing perturbations 
to Neptune.

I believe In the new planet. I was elev- 
»n yf&rn old in 1846, when Leverrier and 
Adams and Mary Somerville discovered 
Neptune through the disturbance and dis­ 
comfort it was causing Uranus. 
“Per­ 
turbations” they call that kind of dis­ 
turbance. 
I had been having thQS® per­ 
turbations m yself for more than lw6 
months—In fact, all through watermelon 
time, for they used to keep dogs in some 
of the patches In those days. 
You notice 
that these recent perturbations are con­ 
sidered remarkable because they pertur- 
bate through three seconds of arc, but 
really that Is nothing. 
Owen I used to 
perturbate through as much as half an 
hour lf It was a dog that was attending 
to the perturbatlng. There Isn’t any Nep­ 
tune that can outperturbate a dog, and I 
know, because I am not speaking from 
hearsay. 
Why, lf there was a planet 
250,000 “light years” the other side of 
Neptune's orbit Professor Pickering would 
discover it In a minute lf It could pertur- 
kote equal to a dog. Give me a dog every 
lime when It comes to perturbatlng. You 
let a dog jum p out at you all of a sudden 
in the dark of the moon and you will see 
what a small thing three seconds of ere 
Is. 
Th.e shudder that goes through you 
then would open the seams of Noah’s ark 
Itself from figurehead to rudder post, and 
you would drop that melon the same as lf 
you had never had any but Just a casual 
Interest In It. I know about these things, 
because this is not tradition I am writing, 
but history. 
Now, then, notice this: About the end of 
August, 1846, a change came over me, and 
I resolved to lead a better life, so I re­ 
formed. But it was Just as well anyway, 
because they had got to having guns and 
dogs both. Although I was reformed, the 
perturbations did not stop. 
Does that 
strike you? They did not stop; they went 
right on and on and on for three weeks, 
clear up to the 23d of September. 
Then 
Neptune was discovered, and the whole 
m ystery stood explained. 
It shows that 
I am so sensitively constructed that I per­ 
turbate when any other planet is dis­ 
turbed. 
This has been going on all my 
life. 
It only happens in the watermelon 
season, but that has nothing to do with 
It and has no significance. Geologists and 
anthropologists and horticulturists all tell 
me It is only ancestral and hereditary, 
and that Is what I think myself. 
Now. 
then, I got to perturbatlng again last 
summer—all summer through—all through 
watermelon 
time, 
and 
where do 
you 
think? Up here on m y farm in Connecti­ 
cut. 
Is that significant? Unquestionably 
It is. for you couldn’t raise a watermelon 
on this farm with a derrick. 
That perturbatlng was caused by the 
new planet. 
That W ashington observa­ 
tory may throw as much doubt as it 
wants to, It cannot affect me, because I 
know there is a new planet. 
I know it 
because I don't perturbate for nothing. 
There has got to be a flog or a planet, 
one or the other, and there Isn’t any dog 
around here, so there’s got to be a planet. 
I hope It is going to be named after me 
I should just love it lf I can't have a 
constellation.
